Elder John Allen Gano died at 
his reaidence near Centreville, 
Bourbon county, agetl eighty -two 
j’ears. He was one of the pioneer 
preachers of the Oliristian Church 
in this State, and assisted Barton 
AV. Stone and others in the great 
revivals at Cane Ridge. 

Klder Gano was one of the 
founders of the Reformed, or 
Cliristiaii Church, which began 
its e.Nistence at Cane Ridge, 
nearly si.\ty years ago, 
and now has a membership of 
more than a million in the United 
Slates. He w.as a co-worker willi 
Barton W. Stone, > lexander 
Campliell and other not'_-d di vines. 
He was one ot the most powerful 
speakers and revivalists in his day 
that the State h.as ever known, 
and his loss will lie mourned in 
nearly evorj’ household in the 
country. 

Klder Gano was born in George- 
town, Scolt conntj’, Ky., July 14, 
1805, and October 2, 1827, mar- 
ried Miss Cathrine Conn, the only 
daughter of Capt. AVilliam Conn, 
of Bourlion countj', who survives 
him.
